German authorities have requisition­ 
ed the slaughter house of a one-time 
French butcher, and in it are method 
Rally preparing the enormous quan­ 
tities of meat needed for the army a 
few miles away. 
The cattle are, for the most part, 
driven ir, from Germany. 
For miles 
as one approaches the city one can 
.see the herds grazing on the 
rich 
French fields. By the time they have 
reached the 
division 
headquarters 
they ar** fat and sleek. 
Tho slaughter house, of course, has 
been found entirely too small for the! 
amount of work that has to be don" j 
there, especially in that department j 
where meal is salted or pickled. 
In 
default of receptacles therefore the 
army has requisitioned bathtubs and 
similar inappropriate hut useful ves­ 
sels, and in them lie 
thousands 
of 
pounds of meat. 
A thousand pounds 
of wurst a day is prepared for the 
front, as .veil as many hundreds of 
pounds of beef, mutton and pork. 
Within a hundred yards 
of 
the 
slaughter house is the bakery, former­ 
ly a 
manufacturing 
establishment, 
whose brick ovens have been found to 
lend themselves very well to the bak­ 
ing of 16,000 loaves of bread a day. 
Each loaf, composed of one-third of 
white flour and two thirds rye flour, 
weighs 1,500 grams. 
Where the necessary railroad tracks 
did not exist they have been built, so 
that there is easy and efficient rail­ 
way connection with these twro plants 
that supply the two main food neces­ 
sities of the army—meat and bread. 
Perhaps less important and vital, 
hut more interesting are the establish­ 
ments where damaged artillery and 
guns are repaired and put into shape 
Mr use at the front again. 
In these 
plants also it has been found feas­ 
ible to employ French civilians at 
many kinds of work, so that they may 
earn their livelihood, be independent, 
and not be a drag upon the German 
authorities who are supporting many 
of the city's inhabitants. 
From all along the front there come

on a wheeler, from which 
telephone wire can be paid out. They 
have, however, been found to make 
excellent machine 
gun ammunition 
wagons, and are turned to their new 
use by the simple expedient of be- 


facilitics that are common

German cities,

More Wheat This Year, Says Govern 
mcnt Bulletin By 59,GOO,OOO Bus. 


Washington, June 8. - The greatest 
wheat crop over known is predicted 
for the coming harvest for the gov­ 
ernment bulletin issued today. 
On 
the condition of spring 
and 
winter 
wheat the prospective > ield is placed 
at 950,900,000, which 
exceeds 
last 
y e a r’s crop by 59,000,000 bushels. 
With continued good growing condi­ 
tions, the crop may reach a billion 
bushels. 
Of the great yield ihe bulk is of 
winter wheat. The total of that class 
of wheat is placed at 676,000,000 bu­ 
shels. 
Of spring 
wheat 
271,000,000 
bushels are forecasted. 
That amount 
would be 56,000,000 under the record 
cro p of 1912, but greater than last 
year and the year before. 
Oats planted this spring was on the 
greatest area. 
The forecast of the 
oat crop places it 
at 
1,288,000,000 
bushels, which is more than harvested 
last year or in 1913, but 130,000,000 
bushels less than in 1912.

ders or sand. 
Tile paving is laid on 
top of this, and the heat from the 
earth has a chance to warm the foun­ 
dation material. 
The cement being a degree or two 
warmer than stone or brick, and re­ 
ceiving the heat of the earth through 
tho foundation materials, ice will melt 
en the surface quicker than on most 
ether paving materials.
